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Waiting list 
problems 


HE Government’s decision 

to postpone the introduction 
of new PSV driving licence rules 
is welcome, but it is only a delay 
of the inevitable. 

Full PSV licences will be 
needed for anyone driving an 
empty 17-seater or larger vehicle 
on public roads. All that remains 
to be decided is exactly when that 
will happen and whether special 
arrangements will be made for 
existing experienced drivers. 

And, as many operators 
recognise, the price of having all 
mechanics and cleaners tested to 
PSV standard is a relatively small 
one if the same rule change will | 
also bring in compulsory PSV 
licences for currently exempt 
works and welfare buses. 

Operators should be more 
worried on another count. 

The Department of Transport 
appears unable to support this 
change with the necessary 
resources to make it work. 

Waiting lists for PSV driving 
tests are already too long and, as 
operators put more employees 
forward for the test, there is every 
reason to fear that the waiting 
lists will lengthen further. 

There is no choice but for 
operators to put all appropriate 
drivers through the test well 
before the year end. It would be 
irresponsible to do otherwise. 

But it is equally irresponsible 
for the Department not to be seen 
to be doing something to shorten 
the waiting lists. 

Evening and weekend tests, 
bringing back recently retired 
examiners, or a clearly-advertised 
delay for drivers who apply 
before the closing date, are all 
possible solutions. 

Otherwise, operators will find 
themselves in a crazy situation of 
being unable to test repaired 
vehicles on the road, or move 
them in and out of their premises, 
for want of licences which a 
Government department is 
unable to issue through its own 
inefficiency. 

The industry must be assured 
that the waiting lists will be 
shortened - and it must be 
reassured now.

licensing changes 


ICENSING changes which 

would have seen non-PSV 
drivers barred from non- 
commercial vehicles carrying more 
than 17 people have been delayed 
by the Government. 

The regulation was due to come 
into force on June 1, but appeals 
have led to a delay of around six 
months to give time for affected car 
licence holders to train for and take 
the PSV test. But while the 
legislation and the delay have been 
welcomed by many, some operators 
see difficulties. 

Road testing by mechanics may 
be affected, as may other situations 
where the empty vehicle is being 
driven to and from servicing areas.

R eaders might well presume 
from my comments, at the 
end of last year, about slow 
payments by large industries that I 
would have welcomed Michael 
Mates’s Private Members Bill to 
make large concerns liable to pay 
interest on overdue accounts. Like 
the Government, whose refusal to 
support it caused this Bill to fall, I 
have considerable reservations 
whether it would really have had 
any impact at all on the persons it 
sought to benefit - small 
businesses. 

For the fact is that such interest 
would only have been gained by 
David suing Goliath, and that was 
no more likely to take place to get 
the interest than it happens now to 
recover the debt. In the matter of 
the giving and controlling of 
credit, we small businesses are 
our own worst enemy. Never 
mind seeking a High Court 
judgement on against a debtor 
who owes us £5,000 or more - 
only infrequently do we use the 
effective, easy and inexpensive 
‘Small Claims’ procedure in the 
County Courts. 

There is no point in my giving 
details of how small businessmen 
can, themselves, enforce 
payments through the County 
Court as it is set out in layman’[s 
language in a pair of booklets 
which are free of charge from any 
County Court office. The first is 
‘Small Claims in the County 
Court’. This tells, in language a 
child can understand, how to issue 
a Summons and get judgement. 
Anyone who can fill in a form can 
secure a judgement against a 
recalcitrant debtor if they follow 
this book. The second covers the 
slightly harder aspect: ‘Enforcing 
Money Judgements in the County 
Court’. Nine times out of ten a 
debtor, be he large or small, will 
cough up at the sniff of a 
Summons. It is those who simply 
do not have the money who cause 
the problems, rather than those 
who are reluctant to part with it! 
But, by selecting the most suitable 
option to enforce the judgement, 
very few small debts have, in my 
experience, to be written off. 
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A beginner's guide to 
recovering debts 


What I prefer to dwell on is the 
reluctance of small businesses to 


control credit properly. My golden | 


rule is to keep any potential losses 
small. Believe you me, I am not 


| simply offering up platitudinous 


words of wisdom. I speak from 
bitter experience having lost 
rather more than £10,000 a few 
years ago by not following this 
rule. Now, I take the tough line 
that most suppliers take with us: 
anyone who does not pay bills 
promptly is a bad customer, no 
matter how much work he 
produces. They are ‘stop listed’ 
until they pay. This can take a 
variety of forms: with a tendering 
authority who have extended their 
credit period from 20 days to 40, I 
simply tell them that contracts 
will not be operated in three days 
time unless a cheque finds its way 
into my hands. Have you ever 
seen a handwritten cheque from a 
council, delivered by courier? I 
have, and so can you, and you 
will continue to work for them. 
For requiring payments to be 
made as per contract is not being 
difficut - it is just observing 
proprieties. 

When a London-based tour 
operator had taken about two 
months extra credit, I simply went 
and saw them and said that I had 


| left instructions that a coach 


scheduled to do some work for 
them later that day would not be 
leaving the depot until I gave the 
word by telephone - and that 
would not happen until a cheque 
was in my hand. There was a lot 
of blustering, including 
allegations that it was not possible 
to get the required second 
signature. But, by simply sitting 
there and repeating my demands 
over and over again, a cheque was 
produced within half an hour. 

In these days when bank 
borrowing might be costing 17 
per cent or more, it costs at least 
£14 to ‘service’ £1,000 which is 
30 days overdue. In the cause of 
making profits one has to be 
resolved to get the cash in 
promptly, whether by County 
Court or simple cajolery. Our 
suppliers do it to us and we 
respect them for it, and continue 
to trade with them. My advice is 
to pass the practice on down the 
line. 

To do so effectively we may 
need to take another leaf out of 
our suppliers’ book: stating on 
invoices, or in booking 
conditions, when payment is due. 
If persons contract on those terms 
it is just that much easier 
enforcing the contractual right to 


| payment. And that is where I also 
| wonder what actually prompted 

Michael Mates’s Bill. For there is 
no reason why contract terms can 
not provide for interest to be 
payable on overdue debts. For 
many years now my terms and 
conditions have stated that 
compound interest at 2 per cent 
per month is to be added to 
payments which are not made by 
the due date. I have not yet 
recovered the £10,000 I once lost, 
but I have encountered no 
difficulty whatsoever getting 
judgements, including interest, on 
the four or five cases a year which 
I do pursue through the courts. In 
recognition of the prevalent high 
interest rates I have had a reprint 
of terms and conditions, showing 
2.5 per cent per month. 


How to solve those 


t one time, in those good 

old days of the late 1970s, 
my average fleet age was only 
just over three years old. 
Today, it is rather greater and I 


_ do have one or twe ‘teenage’ 

_ service vehicles. Consequently I 

_ have only just celebrated the 
final phasing out of a piece of 


motoring history - the tubed 
tyre! 

With good tyre maintenance 
and no tubes, I doubt I average 
one puncture per 100,000 miles. 


Or, put another way, a coach is 
likely to run for an average of 
three years without having a 
puncture. If, ignoring the 
weight and fuel consumption 
considerations, a spare wheel of 
any tyre costs about £200; not 
carrying a spare saves about 
£100 in interest charges alone 
over three years. 

Add to that the fact that not 


all drivers would even attempt — 


to fit a spare wheel at the ~ 
roadside, and even less actually 


‘tyresome’ problems 


have the ability to do so, one 
wonders whether the cash is _ 
better in the bank than hanging 
on the chassis. [now carry 
spares only on vehicles which 
go to the continent, or which 
are used on hires where time _ 
might be critical. I do not know 
if it is just that I am lucky, but 
it seems to me that, over ten 
years or more, 90 per cent of 
the few flats I have had have 
been in, or within five miles ae 
the depot.

Speedtink opts for qual 


t took the mighty Drawlane 

Transport Group ple only one 

year, following its acquisition of 

London Country South West in 
February 1988, to decide to detach 
LCSW’s Heathrow and Gatwick 
airport services - leaving it to 
operate as a stand-alone subsidiary. 
The main company now trades as 
London & Country. 

The parent company considers 
buses and coaches do not mix. Ray 
McEnhill, who is both chairman of 
Drawlane and the Speedlink board, 
feels you cannot run a prestige 
coach service with the same skills 
as stage carriage. While perhaps 
sharing the same depots, coaches 
require a higher standard of 
maintenance and cleanliness. 

Drawlane made London & 
Country’s traffic manager Nigel 
Gray MD of Speedlink and 
assembled a keen and lean team 
around him to further ensure its 
quality approach to its prestigious 
airport services hits its target. 

Speedlink operates 40 high floor 
line, high specification, 
coaches.The majority are Berkhof- 
bodied Leyland Tigers, although the 
company is buying new Volvo 
B10Ms with Plaxton bodywork. 
These are used on a group of three 
individually marketed services - its 
flagship service Speedlink, together 
with Jetlink 747 and Flightline. 

The Speedlink service operates a 
maximum frequency of 15 minutes, 
in the mornings, between Heathrow 
and Gatwick - with a peak vehicle 
requirement of 12. All its coaches 
have only 37 seats, with 24 
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seven Berkhof-bodied Tigers 
alongside two vehicles from 
LCNW and two from SC&B ona 
service which interchanges with 
| British Rail at Watford, Luton and 
| Stevenage. 
Flightline services operate 
| between central London and 
Heathrow with up to three coaches 
| with 37 seats/tables, and from 
London to Gatwick with six 53-seat 
Berkhofs. Additionally, the

The company also deals in coach 
brokerage with the airlines and 
ground handling agents at both 
Heathrow and Gatwick airports. 
Like Capital Coaches at Heathrow, 
Speedlink has an exclusive contract 
with British Airways at Gatwick. Its 
coaches are also hired for diverted 
flights - accommodating air crew 
movements and passenger transfers 
between the airport and hotels. 

Gray said: “Airport services need 
a lot more than the conventional 
bus. It’s quality first and quality 
control is important. It is sensible 
this should not be diluted by any 
other priorities, such as cost 
considerations’, he added. So, since 
Speedlink’s inception, much of his 
time has been taken up with 
explaining the company’s required 
standards of service to its staff, 
many of whom transferred from 
London & Country. 

Speedlink has 97 drivers, 12 
supervisors, 41 airport desk 
assistants and three clerks assisting 
the team of three managers. 
Accompanying Gray on the 
Speedlink board are Drawlane 
chairman, Ray McEnhill, deputy 
chairman Adam Mills, London & 
Country MD David Greenwood and 
Bob Hodgetts, financial director of 
both Speedlink and London & 
Country. 

The company’s slim, but cost- 
effective organisation is emphasised 
by the buying-in of specialist 
services. Although engineering

services are bought-in from London 
& Country, the very nature of the 
transaction means Speedlink 
controls the standards. 

Equally important regarding the 
nature of its operations, cleaning 
services are bought in on contract at 
L&C’s Crawley and Staines 
garages, while vehicles at 
Addlestone are cleaned entirely by 
L&C staff. Gray said: ‘We take the 
most effective arrangement at each 
location which maximises the 
quality of both interior and exterior 
cleaning’. 

Loretta Finn’s former role as 
L&C’s Heathrow airport manager, 
combined with her experience as 
publicity officer for London 
Country, made her a natural choice 
as Speedlink’s general manager. As 
well as her main brief for quality 
control, Finn is responsible for 
administrative and operational 
efficiency, the annual budget, 
discipline - and the power to hire 
and fire. 

The image of Speedlink’s staff 
was uppermost in management’s 
minds when Speedlink was 
launched last year. All staff were 
issued with the new Allen and 
Douglas uniforms - and a new £2 
million investment for fleet renewal 
was initiated with the delivery of 
the first two of 17 Volvo/Plaxton 
3500s, all fitted with Sutrak air- 
conditioning. Future plans involve 
basing hostesses on the coaches. 

And Speedlink’s managerial style 
is equally progressive - the office 
staff wear the same uniforms as the 
coach crews and desk staff. As well 
as integrating the whole team as an 


organic whole, away from the usual | 


white collar/blue collar split, it also 
usefully enables the office staff to 
cover for others in the event of 
sickness absences. All staff 
therefore look equally smart, part of 
the same team. 

Speedlink’s lean team and 
company accounts are costed 
entirely separately from Drawlane 
and its other subsidiaries. L&C is 
paid an ‘appropriate’ service fee for 
financial services and is contracted 
separately for maintenance services. 
Gray explained ‘appropriate’ as 
approximating outside service 
costs, adding: ‘We are not obliged 
by Drawlane to buy in services 
from London & Country’. 

Gray expanded on the company 
philosophy of buying-in: ‘We are 
interested in quality rather than 
cheapness - we do not cut corners 
where standards are concerned.’ 

Speedlink pays fees for the use of 
airport facilities and its Gatwick 
office space to the British Airports 
Authority. It has three reception 
desks at Heathrow with a further 
two at Gatwick, and shares facilities 
on Green Line desks at both

Gray was planning 
manager until 1982, during 
which time coach deregulation in 
1980 allowed Green Line to 
develop even further, introducing 
new routes, such as Luton to 
London, using the Mi.

‘Such costs have to be reflected 
in Speedlink’s pricing system’, said 
Gray. He added: ‘We try to 
ascertain what the market will bear, 
and temper this with the fact that 
we face competition on every 
corridor’. Costs and pricing march 
hand-in-hand, and operating 
upmarket services, to and from 
airports, was not a cheap business. 

Speedlink’s main problem was 
attaining the highest standards 
possible at all levels, said Gray. But 


| while other operations were ‘not 


always close enough to the ground 
and therefore unable to achieve 
high standards’, Speedlink 
management is ‘right on the spot 
and knows what’s happening’, said 


Airline-style standards are projected at Gatwick airport. 


Gray, adding: ‘We’ve set high 
standards and intend to achieve 
them.’ 

Although these are early days for 
the company, Gray said: “Business 
plans develop as opportunities 
arise’. But the corporate asset base 
was approximately £4 million - and 
Gray felt projected turnover in 1990 
would be approximately £6 million, 
with a budget based on previous 
experience. 

According to Gray: ‘With no 
LRT subsidies, no county council 
money and virtually no fuel tax 
rebate, the success of the company 
depends on attracting passengers’. 
Speedlink’s bottom line is reliant on 
income derived from fare-paying 
passengers, sales from Green Line 
desks, coach brokerage income and 
National Express contracts. Its 
fortunes are no longer linked so 
closely to the success of the bus 
company. 

Such income, though, drops into 
the company coffers in many 
different ways. For example, 
Speedlink transfer charges may be 
included with air travel, with many 
airlines including such travel at zero 
cost for certain classes of passenger. 
Many of the 40 airlines using 
Speedlink’s service use this system, 
with a miscellaneous charge order, 
and are invoiced later. But British 
Airways buys job-lots of Speedlink 
tickets and issues them along with 
the coach transfer tickets, which 
must be extremely useful for 
Speedlink’s cash flow. 

But since last October, Speedlink 
has begun to develop new ideas and 
attended the US airlines’ travel 
trade show as part of an American 
sales drive. 

Gray said: “There is a mix 
between enthusiasm and efficiency 
with our staff - its part of my job to 
ensure this mix is an optimal one’. 

So the glamour of the USA is 
‘mixed’ with day-to-day marketing 
concerns, such as ensuring 
brochures are plentiful and 
displayed adequately around hotels 
and airport information desks. And 
regular visits help to foster the 
impression Speedlink staff are 
always available to help in the 
client base area - helping to 
promote an efficient and 
progressive image.

Mr Clayton Jones whose 
group of companies had their PSV 
operators licences revoked in 
December, has been granted a new 
licence in her own name, 
authorising the operation of 48 
vehicles, after denying that she was 
in any way a “front” for her 
husband. 

Mrs Jones, trading as Jones 
Motors, of Pontypridd, had applied 
to the South Wales Deputy Traffic 
Commissioner, Mr Gerrard 
Sullivan,for a new international 
licence authorising the operation of 
six minibuses and 42 single 
deckers, with operating centres at 
Old Station Yard, Ynysybwl; Gelli 
Road, Ynysybwl; and Stevenson 
Street Industrial Estate, Newport. 
The nominated transport manager 
was Mr Michael King. 

Bebb Travel PLC and National 
Welsh Omnibus Co Ltd made 
representations against the 
application, and at the outset of the 
hearing, Mr Barry Prior, for Mrs 
Jones, challenged their right to be 
present and to give evidence. 

Mr Sullivan ruled that he had a 
right to hear any evidence that he 
thought might be of assistance to 
him. 

Mrs Jones said that the licences 
held by her husband’s companies, 
Shamrock Private Hire Services 
(Newport) Ltd, Rhondda Travel 
Ltd, C F & IE Jones, and Celtic 
Connection Ltd had been revoked 
in December and that revocation 
was subsequently upheld by the 
Transport Tribunal. Although she 
had been involved on the periphery 
of those companies, she had in the 
past run her own driving school 
business. 

She had been a non-executive 
director of Shamrock Private Hire, 
resigning from that position in 
August 1989. She had been a non- 
executive director and company 
secretary of Celtic Connection. She 
remained a non-executive director 
of Shamrock Travel Ltd, which 
was a travel agency and had never 
held a PSV operators licence. She 
had been a director of the 
liquidated Drysilver Ltd, between 
October 1985 and October 1986.

That company had been trading 
soundly and its funds were in credit 
when she resigned. 

During 1989 she had discussed 
with her husband the possibility of 
starting her own transport business. 
Jones Motors of Ynysybwl came 
on the market in August 1989, and 
it was decided that they would 
submit a partnership application for 
a licence and buy the business of 
Jones Motors. The original 
application was made in October 
1989. She believed that application 
had been lodged before her 
husband’s companies were called 
to public inquiry. 

However, before the application 
was heard the licences held by her 
husband’s companies were 
revoked. Her husband was initially 
disqualified from holding or 
obtaining a licence for a period of 
two years. In those circumstances, 
the application was withdrawn. 
However, on December 7th she 
submitted the current application in 
her own right. 

She was conscious that it was 
claimed against her that her 
application was a sham and that it 
was simply made to enable her 
husband to return to the bus and 
coach industry. She strongly 
refuted that assertion. The business 
of Jones Motors would be her own 
business. She had sought advice 
from management consultants to 
establish a management structure to 
assist her in running the business. 
Though she did not yet hold a CPC 
herself, she would have available 
the knowledge and expertise of two 
CPC holders. Immediately beneath 
her would be Mr King, who would 
be in charge of general 
administration and the co- 
ordination of the managers beneath 
him. In addition he would be 
responsible for the day-to-day 
operation but not the maintenance 
of the vehicles based at Newport. 
Mr Gary Sherwood would be the 
general manager in charge of the 
workshop and the staff, both at 
Ynysybwl and Newport. He had 
previously been employed by her 
husband until April 1989, when he 
left before the matters arose that led 
to the revocation of her husband’s 


third line manager would be Mr 
Granville Owen, whose 
responsibility would be to manage 
the vehicle drivers and inspectors. 
The majority of the single 
deckers would be of the “midi” bus 
class, based on 20 to 33 seater 
Mercedes-Benz vehicles. She made 
no secret of the fact that those 
vehicles were currently owned by 
her husband’s companies. 
However, all dealings with those 
companies would be an arms 
length transaction and the cost of 


| hiring the vehicles had been taken 


into account in the projected 
figures. 

Mrs Jones said that she owned 
the Gelli Road premises, which 
were on a 3 acre site. When she 
acquired it from Jones Motors, the 
existing workshop was demolished 
and a new workshop, containing a 
35 foot inspection pit, was built. In 
addition, there had now been built a 
further workshop, which had a 40 
foot inspection pit, and in which 
had been installed a rolling road 
brake tester. Beam alignment 
equipment was on order. The 
workshop could accommodate four 
33-seater buses. The site could 
accommodate 40 vehicles, but 
initially she planned to locate five 
single deckers and five minibuses 
there. The staff would consist of 
two fitters and one bodybuilder. 

At Old Station Road there were 
two workshops, including two 
internal inspection pits and one 
external pit. There was also steam 
cleaning equipment. She would 
take it on sub lease from the 
present tenants, and initially she 
anticipated basing 21 single 
deckers there. 

The Newport depot occupied 
three quarters of an acre and her 
husband held a 99 year lease. Rent 
would be paid to him for the use of 
the site. At the moment there was 
only one uncovered raised 
inspection pit with vehicle washing 
facilities, but if she was granted a 
licence then it was her intention to 
build extensive workshop facilities 
on the site. She anticipated basing 
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eight single deckers, mainly 
coaches, at Newport. There would 
be one fitter based there purely for 
ad hoc repair work. All service and 
maintenance would be carried out 
at Ynysybwl. 

She was conscious that she 
would be the licence holder. 
Because of what had recently 
occurred, she suspected that the 
business would be under a 
microscope. For that reason, it was 
her intention to make initial weekly 
spot inspections of the 
documentation to ensure that it was 
properly completed. She was not a 
vehicle engineer and would have to 
rely upon her managers. However, 
they were all conscious of the 
publicity attracted by the demise of 
her husband’s companies. 

Mrs Jones said that she believed 
that she had arranged proper 
finance for her business and that 
there were sufficient funds 
available to provide for the 
maintenance and servicing of the 
vehicles, and the employment of 
properly qualified staff, out of her 
initial capital and loan facilities 
independent of earned income 
during the initial development 
period. 

She would be running service 
vehicles, so the income would be 
on a cash basis. Wages would be 
paid on a weekly basis, so she 
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<q would be able to closely monitor | 
the situation. Fuel etc would be 
paid for a month in arrears. | 

Following a meeting with the | 
Department of Transport’s vehicle | 
inspectorate, she was confident that | 
the maintenance facilities and 
arrangements would be more than 
adequate for maintaining her 
vehicles in a fit and serviceable 
condition. She believed that, when 
completed, the new maintenance 
facility at Gelli Road would be 
superior and larger than those of 
many other operators of a 
comparable size. 

She had also sought the 
assistance of the Freight Transport 
Association, and they had indicated 
that by their criteria, the ratio of 
fitters to vehicles was acceptable 
and that the workshop facilities 
would be adequate for the size of 
fleet sought. 

As far as the representations 
were concerned, Mrs Jones asked 
the Commissioner to accept that 
those companies were likely to be 
competitors and had previously 
been competitors of her husband’s 
companies and to view their 
comments in that light. Many of 
the assertions made in the letters of | 
representation related to matters 
pertinent to her husband’s 
companies but not to herself. 

Since the revocation of her 
husband’s companies’ licences, 
many people had expressed to her 
their dissatisfaction with the 
services provided by other 
companies within the area and she 
was totally satisfied that she would 
be able to run registered services of | 
a frequency and number to 
generate the projected income. 
However, to do so she would 
require the number of vehicles 
sought. From enquiries she had 
made, she was satisfied that in a 
number of instances local 
authorities would grant her 
dispensation to allow certain routes 
to start, and she anticipated that the 
remaining routes would be 
introduced after the 42 day notice | 
period. 

Mrs Jones said that if a licence 
was granted, it would be her 
licence and she would run the 
business. 

Questioned by Mr Sullivan, Mrs 
Jones said that she owned five 
vehicles purchased when she 
bought Jones Motors. The 
remainder were owned by her 
husband. If she was granted a 
licence, she would be a “front” for 
nobody. She would be at the head. 
She hoped to follow in the tracks of | 
Ann Gloag of Stagecoach. 

Mr Sullivan said that he could 
not ignore the fact that Mr King 
had been the transport manager of 
some of the companies whose | 
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licences had been revoked. Mrs 
Jones herself had been involved in 


| companies, albeit passively, whose 


maintenance was not satisfactory. 
Mrs Jones said that her husband 


| had been the guiding influence in 


all those companies. She would be 
the sole leading light in this 
business. She intended to run it on 
her own. 

Mr Prior produced two petitions, 
one bearing 700 names saying that 
they would like Mrs Jones to 
operate a service for which a need 
had been identified, and one from 
12 local councillors supporting her 
application. 

Mr Michael King said that he 
had been in the industry for 25 
years. He had originally been 
employed by Shamrock when it 
was owned by a Mr Dolan. The 
company was acquired by Mr 
Clayton Jones, and as the group 
expanded he was made transport 
manager of Clayton Jones Coach 


| Tours and Rhondda Travel. 


All the vehicles would be subject 
to inspection every four weeks, 
irrespective of mileage, activated 
by a flow chart. The Mercedes 
midibuses would, in addition, be 
the subject of a two weekly safety 
check, again activated by the flow 
chart. The drivers would use a daily 
nil defect reporting system 
incorporated as part of the waybill. 


Each driver would also have a daily | 


inspection sheet, which he would 
have to complete before taking the 
vehicle out. 

Mr King assured the 


| Commissioner that none of the 


defects referred to at the December 
hearing in connection with the 
Clayton Jones companies were 


| down to him. He said that the 


management structure proposed 
would enable him to supervise 
better than in the past, when he had 
had to “‘wear many hats”. As far as 
he was concemed, Mrs Jones had 
had no connection with the 
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companies in the Clayton Jones 
Group. During the December 
hearing, reference had been made 
to a vehicle that had been involved 
in an accident. He had made further 
enquiries of the manufacturers, and 


| a brake defect had been identified, 
| which reflected less badly on the 
| maintenance system. 


Questioned by Mr Sullivan, Mr 
King said he was aware of the 


| maintenance record of the Clayton 


Jones companies. In those 


| companies he had been responsible 


for Gwent but not Glamorgan. The 
vehicles he ran in Gwent received 
at the most three prohibition 
notices in six to seven years. He 


| agreed that a lot of the employees 


of the new firm were former 


| employees of the old companies. 
| He maintained that he had not had 


personal responsibility for the 
maintenance that had led to the 


revocations. 


Mr Sherwood said that he had 
been involved with PSV 


| maintenance for more than 25 
| years, working for Humphries 


Coaches and Cardiff Transport, as 
well as Clayton Jones. He was 
familiar with the difficulties 
encountered in the past, but what 
happened in those companies 
should not happen again with the 
new management structure. 

Mr Sullivan commented that the 
consequences of faulty 
maintenance could be horrendous. 

Mr Owen said that he had only 
been in the industry for three years, 
working as traffic manager for Mr 


| Clayton Jones. He realised that 
| public safety was at-risk if he did 
| not take his job seriously. 


Mr Roger Craddick, for Bebb’s, 


| said that Mrs Jones had been a 


director of three companies that 
had lost their licences. She had 
described herself as a non- 


| executive director, but she had been 


company secretary of Celtic 
Connection as well. Bebb’s were 


concemed that any director of a 


| company that had had a licence 


revoked should come before the 
Commissioner and say that they 
were a fit and proper person to 
apply for a licence in their own 
name. Licences should only be 
granted to people of clear and 
unblemished reputation. Mrs Jones 
could not just dismiss her previous 
activities. If she was saying that she 
was not active in the previous 
companies, then she had no 
experience of PSV operation yet 
was applying for a licence for 48 
vehicles. She could not have it both 
ways. 

The other major matter of 
concern was the transport manager, 
said Mr Craddick. Mr King had 
been very much involved as 
transport manager in three of the 
companies that had had their 
licences revoked. In December, Mr 
Clayton Jones seemed to feel that 
Mr King had let him down. 

He found it very difficult to 
accept that Mr Clayton Jones 
would have nothing to do with the 
running of this business, said Mr 
Craddick. 

Mr Iain Moncrieff, operations 
manager of National Welsh, said 


that not a lot had changed. It was 
| the same vehicles, the same 


management and the same 
premises. Mrs Jones’ reputation 
must have been tarnished by what 
had occurred. The application 
amounted to “a wolf in sheep’s 
clothing”. 

Mr Prior said there was little 


| evidence to suggest that Mrs Jones 


had anything but a good reputation. 


| She had a history to live down, in 


that she was the wife of Mr 
Clayton Jones, but in her own way 
she could be just as forceful a 
character. 

Granting a full five year licence, 
Mr Sullivan said he was impressed 
with the way Mrs Jones had dealt 
with the allegations that she was 
being used as a front by her 


| husband. Normally, on a first 


application by a new operator such 
a number of vehicles would be 
questioned. However, he did not 
regard Mrs Jones as a novice 
operator. He was satisfied that Mrs 


| Jones was not in any way a front to 


get round the previous revocation 
of her husband’s licences, though 


| he was sure she would be relying 
| to some extent on his considerable 


| experience of the industry. 


He did not question the 
professional competence of Mr 
King. He had considerable 


| experience. He had an awesome 


responsibility to have control of 
such a large fleet. He thought that 
Mr King was a conscientious 
person who would jealously guard 
his reputation.

AGEING ATLANTEAN 


he Leyland Atlantean is one 
of the three main types of 
double-deck bus available 
to the smaller operator on 
the second-hand market. 
Following last week’s Bristol 
VR road test, this week we 
evaluate a 1974 Atlantean AN68 
which, although refurbished for 
East Yorkshire Motor Services, is 
representative of a large number 
built with Park Royal or other 
bodywork to similar specification 
for a variety of operators. 
Although a handful of similar 
vehicles has been scrapped, one 
1974 Leyland Atlantean has been 
refurbished by Plaxton Sales for 
further service. 
It has 73-seat Park Royal 
bodywork. It was selected for the 
£15,000 experiment, which 
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Mike Morgan follows up last week’s Bristol VR 
test with a look at an alternative double-decker 
for the smaller operator. Is this 15-year-old 
suitable for an extended life? 


EYMS managing director, Peter 
Shipp, hopes will usefully extend 
the economic life of the bus by at 
least six years. 

EYMS considers the AN68 
chassis ideal for further use, and 


| although this particular bus has 


received power steering it did not 
require additional chassis 
refurbishment. But the body 
required some new pillars, 


| external panels, saloon floors, 
| seat retrim, and a new Alexander- 


style front panel. 
In addition it became the first 


bus in the fleet to receive an 
electronic destination display - by 
Bright-Tech. 

Unfortunately, this bus came 
off-service with a bad case of 


| engine overheating the night 


before our visit. With the best 
will in the world it would have 
been impossible to predict such a 
happening, but the Hull fitters 
moved heaven, earth and radiator 
to ensure that it was back on the 
road for Coachmart by lunchtime. 
At that stage the engine 
sounded healthy, although 


breathing heavily. It needed a 


| road-test to establish the nature of 
| any lasting damage. 


Theories varied as to the cause 
of overheating, but Shipp 
reported that it was not the first 
bus affected during the recent 
high winds. Equally plausible was 
the fact that the radiator fan was 
jammed in the cowling. However, 
caution was called for so the 121 
Hull to Scarborough route was 
selected - although punishing as a 
service it had the virtue of linking 
various EYMS outposts should 
help be required. 

In Hull’s city centre and 
Beverley Road traffic, the 
Atlantean was certainly at home. 
It was easy to manoeuvre and 
position, and the Leyland 680 
engine had no problems keeping- >

Although in places the bus lanes 
were obstructed by cyclists or 
parked vehicles, there were no 
difficulties in piloting the 
Atlantean within these confines, 
and it soon reached the outskirts 
of the city. 

Power steering is clearly 
beneficial in these conditions - 
especially if constantly pulling 
into bus stops. All the more 
surprising then that these buses 
had spent so long on city service 
without power assistance. 

The flat lands north of Hull 
were exposed to the high south- 
westerly - nevertheless the 
‘decker was very stable at 
maximum speed (50 mph). There 
were no untoward noises from the 
rear-mounted engine, which was 
revving freely, giving the bus a 
good turn of speed. Unlike a 
Gardner the 680 encourages full 
use of the revs available and 
appears spirited in comparison. 

In view of the earlier delay 
good sense dictated that we 
turned short at Driffield where 
the garage mechanics advised 


caution.

Fuel consumption of 8.8 mpg | 
during this evaluation came close 
to the mpg EYMS fleet average 
quoted by Shipp. The Bristol VR

Booking Nightmare’ was 
interesting and, on the whole, gave 
a more balanced view of the 
professional tour operator buyers 
who accept the uncertainty of the 
market and the failings of both the 
hotelier and the operators. 

It did not, however, address some 
of the basic failures of both 
industries. 


Hoteliers and tour operators often | 


fail to keep accurate histories of 
booking trends and take-up figures 
or take enough interest, unlike other 
industries, in forecasting. 

Those of us who work well 
together in the industry know that 
we are only successful through an 
honest exchange of information, 
with neither side hiding information 
until it is too late.

Alan Westwell 


PERATORS should have 
the courage to charge 
economic rates for the work they 
do, BCC president Alan Westwell 

told symposium delegates. 

He stressed the importance not 
just of earning a profit, but of 
being able to fund future 
investment, and suggested that 
some parts of the industry have, 
undersold themselves in the past. 

Competition between coach 
operators is keeping the Glasgow- 
Dundee single fare to only one 
fifth of the rail fare. “Surely there 
must be a compromise,” he said. 

‘How many operators are 
reflecting inflation in their 1990 
charges? Rail fares are up by nine 
per cent and London Underground 
fares are up by 15 per cent.’ 

He said people often suspect 
the quality of a product which is 
priced too low, instancing the 
failure of a shopowner friend to 
sell discounted Peter England 
shirts, but his success with a full- 
price ‘Super quality, last few’ 
campaign. 

Westwell suggested there was 
more scope for branding of coach 
travel and of building added value 
into the package being sold. It 
already works with British Rail, 
he said, as it offers executive 
package fares which add buffet 
car vouchers and other extras to 
fares in order to extract additional 
profit and generate more demand. 
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Better Profits was the theme at the Bus and Coach Council’s 13th annual Coaching 
Symposium, in Newcastle upon Tyne last weekend. Mike Morgan and Alan Millar 
report on the business sessions which helped broaden operators’ horizons. 


Operators slammed for ‘image’ 


he poor image of the bus 

industry since deregulation 
came under fierce attack by law 
lecturer, Dr Roger Sexton. 

‘Bus and Coach operators are so 
busy competing with each other that 
they are contributing to the down- 
market image of the industry’ said 
Sexton of Nottingham Polytechnic. 

Sexton, a self confessed 
enthusiast, claimed that some of his 
middle-class colleagues ‘wouldn't 
be seen dead on a bus’. He then 
identified aspects of image which 
required improvement if the industry 
was to compete more effectively 
with it main competitor the car. 

Neither interior nor exterior 
condition of vehicles escaped 
Sexton’s criticism. ‘I advise you to 
press for legislation now to ban 
eating and smoking on buses - don’t 
wait for 1992’, he said. 

There was a clear sympathy for 
the drivers throughout his address, 
although he suggested that it was 
unforgiveable for them to be 
unfamiliar with faretable/ticket 
machine/timetable. He was equally 
scathing of instances where 
passengers had to act as navigators - 
something he had experienced on a 
tendered route in Nottinghamshire, 
and ‘even on National Express’. 
‘This is one sure way to drive 
passengers away’, he claimed. 

He was particularly critical of his 


nvesting more in your drivers 
has a better pay back, over a 
longer period, than investment in 
vehicles, according to Brian Evans 
of Skillplace Training Ltd. 
Leading a workshop on staff 


| training, Evans made a telling 
| analogy with airlines: “As far as the 


customer is concerned, there are 
lots of airlines all going to his 
planned destination. The customer 
has to make a choice but on what 
basis does he make it? 

Evans suggested that, to the 
customer, the coach is just a 
mechanical appliance to convey 
passengers between two points. 


| Given choice the customer will 


make value judgements in exactly 
the same way as when buying a 
TV. And one of the most important 
qualities the customer is looking 
for is the standard of the driver. 
According to Evans, training 


| needs to match the three elements 


| native county council. ‘For councils 


to adopt the minimum cost system of 
tendering, whereby the CC takes all 
the risk, then ignore supervision and 
marketing, presents a waste of poll 
tax/ratepayers money.’. 

BCC President Alan Westwell 
was quick to counter-attack by 
quoting from his experience in 
Strathclyde; ‘We must be realistic 
and work within current legislation’ 


he warned, ‘It costs £75,000 for new 
destination blinds on 800 vehicles’. 
Costs such as electronic ticket 
equipment have to be ‘paid for by 
the customer’. 

Sexton concluded that a possible 
answer to the problems could be for 
the industry to ask for re-regulation. 
The recent spate of takeovers having 
created severe doubts about the 
value of deregulation. 


The customer is always right 


ack Lewis of Time 

Management International 
provoked his audience by an 
accusation: ‘you have been 
talking about systems - costs, 
machinery and legislation - but 
what about the people bit?’ 

‘Do you actually know what 
your customers want?’ This was 
the challenge he laid down. He 
warned, ‘Don’t play with 
customer relations - once you 
start it’s like opening a pandora’s 
box’. 


For example 68 per cent of lost 
retail business is the result of poor 
service. Even if operators did not 


of any job - skills, attitude and 
knowledge. The workshop 
continued with audience 
participation to illustrate the 


| techniques used by Skillplace. 


Evans offered operators this 
advice: ‘You cannot hit the target 
unless they (the workforce) know 
what the target is’. Drivers, he 
suggested, were at the sharp end of 
an arrow. Taking his illustration 
further, he likened mechanics and 
other support staff to the shaft. But 
stability and direction was given by 


| management’. 


Operators contemplating staff- 
training might be tempted to seek 
financial justification for costs 
involved. Evans warned that the 


| effect of other factors, such as new 


vehicles, would make such an 
exercise difficult. However, he did 
highlight the disproportionate 
amount of time spent on vehicle 
selection rather than staff selection.

A discussion on the qualities 
required of coach drivers resulted 
in Evans affirming that the training 
needs of all employees were 
basically the same - it was just a 
case of differing emphasis. But the

Coach travel, 
American Style 


PERATORS got an insight 

into the very different world 
of American coaching from Dan 
Dipert, whose Texas coach travel 
business has weathered the storms 
of US deregulation which swept 
through that industry in the 1980s. 

Dipert, a teacher-turned-coach 
operator, has been running his own 
coaches since 1980 and puts the 
success of his whole operation 
down to skillful marketing. *I 
think that the people whose 
business is based on marketing - 
not just on operating - and have 
developed, promoted and 
packaged their services have done 
very well and expanded.’ 

He admits he was helped by a 
tax concession which subsidised 
the initial price and depreciation of 
the coach fleet, but it was a 
double-edged sword, for demand 
for new coaches exceeded the rate 
of growth of the market. Too many 
operators bought too many new 
coaches and price competition 
became common. 

In addition, airline deregulation 
has hit the market. Only this 
month, an airline offered a $9 fare 
for a 350-mile flight, prompting 
Greyhound, already saddled by 
heavy borrowings, to fund a 
management buy-out in 1986 and 
the restructure of the Trailways 
business, to hit back with a $5 
fare. 

Dipert said cost pressures were 
making a strike look inevitable at 
Greyhound and there is talk of 
handing some of its routes over to 
smaller operators. Shades of 
National Express. 

Added to this, there is strong 
political pressure for wheelchair 
lifts to be fitted in every US bus 
and coach, drug testing is to be 
compulsory in businesses with 50 
or more employees and there is a 
threat of higher fuel tax.

Ferries under fire in open forum 


ERRY companies, operator 

and driver licensing, and 
route registration came in for 
critical discussion during the 
symposium open forum session, 


| chaired by Stuart Appleby, a 


former BCC president. 

West Midlands operator David 
Parry complained about ferry 
companies refusing space to 
operators who have already sold 
holidays to their customers, and of 
tour wholesalers getting space at 
better terms than coach operators 
and of being able to sell that space 
on to operators. 

Peter Stratton of P&O European 
Ferries said the ferry companies 
had to maintain a good mix of 
coach and other fare-paying 
passenger traffic, and said some 
cancellations were caused by the 
need to switch ferries around to 
meet changes in demand. 

Sealink’s David Smith added 


| that some coach operators book 
| space with all ferry companies, 


then cancel the space they do not 
require. One operator had let 
Sealink down badly last year by 
cancelling his entire tour 
programme because of a ‘very 
minor problem’. 

Parry urged the ferry companies

available 


OACH operators could 

qualify for Department of 
Trade and Industry business 
schemes to help them expand 
North East England DTI enterprise 
manager John Dersley said. 

Companies with between 25 and

to charge more for peak time 
bookings. “If we make a booking 
at peak dates, let’s pay for it,”"he 
said. 

Buckinghamshire-based Ted 
Johnson was concerned by 
proposed changes in operator 
licensing and by the threat that 
Traffic Commissioners’ 
responsibility for route registration 
would be transferred to county 
councils. 

BCC director-general, Veronica 
Palmer, stressed that she and her 
staff are making strong protests 
against the proposal which, she 
said, would leave important 
transport matters at the whim of 
local authorities. She urged 
operators to lobby their MPs but 
warned: ‘The only weakness in our 
argument has been our inability to 
present a satisfactory alternative.’ 

Capital Coaches MD Paul 
Cowell sought reassurance on the 
impending EEC driving licence 
rule changes which will require all 
mechanics and fitters to have a 
PSV licence if they are taking 
coaches and buses on to roads for 
testing. 

BCC technical and engineering 
director Alan Gurley said the 
Department of Transport is 


sympathetic to the industry’s 
problems in dealing with existing 
mechanics, some of whom were 
taken off PSV driving work on 
medical grounds, but all new 
mechanics will need PSV licences 
from June 1. 

There might be a concession for 
existing employees, but Gurley 
urged operators to put their 
mechanics through PSV tests 
before December. 

Veronica Palmer offered no hope 
to an operator who wanted 
Government subsidy for fitting 
seat belts in school buses. 

‘The Government will say the 
industry is deregulated. You’ll 
have to build it into the prices you 
charge, but local authorities and 
others will have to pay more for 
your services.’ 

She told Bromyard, 
Worcestershire-based David 
Morris that BCC is still awaiting 
consultation on the possible 
withdrawal of fuel duty rebate for 
bus services and that the Budget 
next month may hold the clue to 
whether VAT will be applied to 
public transport. 

“We have to assume that the 
VAT change won’t happen without 
consultation,’ she said. 


The A-Z of leasing 


lynn McKenzie, MD of 

Plaxton Roadlease, treated 
his audience to a detailed paper 
on the leasing option. His main 
message was that, despite the 
numerous schemes available, 
leasing was not complicated and 
had many attractions for coach 


| operators. 


There are two main types of 
leasing: finance and operating 
leasing. McKenzie cautioned his 
audience: ‘Lease purchase is not 


_ leasing - the title passes to the 
_ customer’, Hire purchase and 


lease purchase are the same. 


Finance lease transfers all the 
risks and rewards of ownership 
to the lessee. The agreement 
must be capitalised and shown 
on the company balance sheet. 

With an operating lease, the 
plan is designed for the operator 
to retain the vehicle at the end of 
the lease - and possibly lease it 
again. 

Paul Cowell, of Capital 
Coaches, West Drayton brought 
general agreement when he said: 
‘some companies can lease with 
great ease, even when they can 
not afford to pay small bills’.

shopping trip to the ‘Venice 
of the North’, run by 
Rugeley-based Antler 
Holidays, was my excuse as 
an ex-bus driver to find out what 
the job of a continental coach driver | 
entails - by actually doing the job. 


Feeders 


Using the company’s new DAF- 
engined LAG Panoramic executive 
tourer, we set off from Rugeley 
with a complement of 32 
passengers. But it is illustrative to | 
detail the feeder network, which is | 
part of Antler Holidays’ 
determination to provide an up- 
market product in its Midlands 
catchment area, and the logistics 
involved. 

Our number one driver, 26-year- 
old Adrian Jones, had picked up 
two passengers in Stafford at 1230 
and five in Cannock at 1300, before 
I boarded at 1315 with another 
three customers at Rugeley bus 
station. Adrian has worked for 
Antler since August, following a 
period driving airport express stage 
services for Flights of Birmingham. 
Before this, he trained with his 
father’s coach company, 
Wolverhampton-based Happy 
Times and moved jobs to do 
continental work. 

Adrian then drove to Lichfield 
meeting an Antler 
Volvo/Jonckheere which had picked | 
up two passengers from 
Wolverhampton at 1235, and six 
from Walsall at 1300. These were 
joined by another Volvo/Jonckheere | 
driven by Antler MD Roger 
Middleton’s father Eric, who had 
picked up four passengers in 
Atherstone, two in Tamworth and 
six from Sutton Coldfield. Adrian 
said: ‘We check all passengers at 
this stage with a ‘Pick-up Points’ 
Requirements’ form’. 

Feeder services, pioneered by the 
big boys such as Wallace Arnold 
and Shearings, are now becoming a 
necessary activity of the smaller 
coach operation. 


The Trip 


For their payment of £39.50, 
Antler’s customers were treated to a 
48-hour round-trip spread over 
three days, from mid-day Friday to 
mid-day Sunday. The only 
supplements were £8 or £12 per 
person for accommodation in two 
berth cabins, and £4.50 for 
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Zeebrugge. 


After reversing on at Hull, driving off the ferry is simplicity itself at

Due to keen negotiation of group 


| rates with North Sea Ferries, the 
| basic price included two overnight 
| ferry crossings between Hull and 


Zeebrugge, five-course dinners both

| on both mornings. And the Norsun 


has a selection of onboard 
entertainment, with blackjack and 
roulette, as well as dancing to a 
maintream pop group. 

Once the wheels were seriously 
rolling, Adrian introduced both 


| drivers to the passengers, and 


explained the facilities on board the 
vehicle - including advice for 
operating the overhead reading 
lights and air-blowers, as well as the 
toilet. 

Although the mileage of the 
round-trip was low with a total of 
374 miles (fuel consumption was 
8.71mpg), there was a brief meal 


| stop at Woodhall Services on the 


MI each way between the Midlands 
and Hull. From Woodhall, I took 
over. 

The Antler passengers were 
carrying either the ten-year British 
passport, or the ‘no passport” 
identity card which may only be 
used if passage is through Belgian 
ports in both directions. Antler had 
made such requirements plain when 
confirmations were sent out. While 
on the move our passengers were 


asked to fill in names on the North 
Sea Ferries passenger name list, to 
speed up clearance on the return in 
Hull. 

Adrian and I had to wait, briefly, 
at the North Sea Ferries” group 
travel desk in the Hull terminal 
building, while single foot 
passengers were catered for. 

Adrian had a passenger list of 32 
on the ferry company’s official 
form - which differed from the 
original notification for 31

passengers. The extra passenger had 
to be endorsed as the party 
numbered very closely to the magic 
30, under which zero-priced 
concessionary ferrying of the coach 
would have come into question. 
NSF then issued the tickets and 
boarding cards to be issued to our 
passengers. Adrian issued the ferry 
documents to the passengers, 
checking through such details as 
cabin numbers and the allocated 
cabin deck. Passengers were then 
helped off with overnight luggage 
and escorted through immigration 
and customs as foot passengers. 
Once they were aboard Adrian 


stop line to manoeuvre the coach 
ready for boarding’. We then waited 
for both trucks and containers to be 
loaded for the continent. On this 
occasion, ferry officials wanted me 
to reverse on to the ferry, although 
sometimes the reversing is done at 
the Zeebrugge side. 

But be warned - a ferry lift, as 
fitted on the LAG Panoramic, is 
essential. Otherwise be prepared for 
body damage, and prepared to 
gamble with the tides which 
determine the angle of boarding. 

After setting the ferry lift, I had 
to drive the coach in a semi-circle 


| to position it for reversing. Once in 


reverse gear the uninitiated is 
engulfed with a cacophony of 
directions which, to say the least, 
are not entirely clear.
